The Commission Method 

Many shrewd and careful buyers, who have 
tried both methods, are placing ord< 
mechanical equipment on a commission basis. 
The enormous and unprecedented advance in 
the cosl of materials, and the uncertainty as to 
the Length of time these conditions will exist, 
has brought to the minds of all buyers the need 
of a more flexible purchasing contract. 

Every one who lias had experience knows 
that tlir flat contract system is uot always a 
satisfactory method of purchasing tins class 
of work. It is a very difficult matter to incor 
porate clauses m a contract that will cover all 
of the various uncertainties that may arise 
during the progress of construction. Often i1 
is desirable to omit certain items and add 
others and make changes from time to time 
that seriously affect the contract price. It is 
hard indeed to make these adjustments so that 
they will satisfactorily meet the views of both 
parties to the contract. In many building 
trades the quantities required in the construc- 
tion of the work can In- calculated tu a nicety, 
but to estimate the cost of intricate mechanical 
work has always been more or less of a gamble.
